Gov. Asks 


Active 
Support 


PHILADELPHIA 
(UPI) 
— Gov. William W. Scran­ 
ton last night called for 
the “active interest and 
support of vast numbers of 
our citizens" 
in solving 
Pennsylvania's education­ 
al problems. 


“Professional 
educators, 
how­ 
ever competent 
and dedicated, 
cannot improve Pennsylvania edu­ 
cation alone.” he said. 


Scranton pointed out that the 
state ranks below the national 
average in per capita spending 
for education, teachers’ salaries 
and high school students who go 
to college. 


As steps that could “substan­ 
tially accelerate improvement of 
education.*’ the governor listed 
the new school reorganization pro­ 
posal, a community college sys­ 
tem, and an educational television 
network. 


“The list of ways he can im­ 
prove education in Pennsylvania 
is almost endless,” he said. "We 
have no more pressing need.” 
Scranton told the Purple Heart 
dinner audience here that despite 
the fact the state spends half of 
its $1 billion general fund budget 
for education, “Pennsylvania still 
lags behind in too many ways in 
the race for good education.” 


Scranton said his administra­ 
tion’s redistricting plan, designed 
to replace the controversial 1961 
law, emphasizes quality education 
“as the objective of us all.” 


The administration reorganiza­ 
tion proposal was introduced in 
the state Senate earlier this week 


He said educational television 
could “greatly enrich the teach­ 
ing of our children . . . it needs 
to be implemented in our state.” 


“The proposal to establish a 
city college here in Philadelphia 
is another item which must be 
thoroughly considered,” he said.

By Blasts 


PALESTINE, Tex. (UPI) - A 
series of blasts ruined an $8,000 
giant unmanned space exploration 
balloon yesterday and scientists 
said it will he at least another 
week before another one can lie 
obtained. 


The blast happened while the 
balloon was being inflated with he­ 
lium gas for a trip above the 
earth's atmosphere to study Mars. 
No one was injured. 


For once the weather was right 
for the launching and the 80-foot- 
by-60-foot balloon was about half 
filled with helium when a tear 
developed. 
Princeton 
University 
scientists were trying to deter­ 
mine if it could be patched when 
it ripped wide open with a series 
of sharp, 
popping sounds that 
sounded like mortar fire.
